Now you 
will ſay all vaniſhes , and paſſ:th into Silence, when 
the Soul recovers it ſelf by the outward Senſes. 

Anſw. But ſuppoſe it had no ſuch recourſe, as to 
ſciz upon the Body and wake it whea ir is ſo exceed- 
inzly affrighted, to rid it ſelf out of the ſuppoſed 
1:1. minent Danger. | 

Suppoſe it were then in the Sleep of Death, and 
the Body will not be waked ; where ſhall the Body 
ſ.ckitelterthen? The temporal Sleep being a true 
figure of Death, even the firſt Death, or ſleep of 
the Body In the Grave. 

And as the Soul is ſenſible of areal Joy or Sorrow 
in Dreams and Vifions : So alſoin Death why may 
not it feel the ſame? Seeing the Soul by its creative 
Imagination frames either an Heaven or Hell to 4g 
ſe!f, and is really ſenſible thereof, without the uſe 
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of the material Organs, while the Bady is incapa- : 


ble of Senſe in ſleep ; or, which is all one, dead to | 


the Natural Funftions of the External Senſor:ums. 

So that it is very clear and plain againſt all Arhe- 
iſtical Deniers of the Souls Immortality, even an 
Eternal Teſtimony for Gods being, and the Souls 
everlaſting abode either in Life, or in feeling Deaths 
Property, called Pain or Hell; that there is no ma«» 
terial thing that can hurt or affli& the Soul, either 
in Sleep or Death, but only its own [magination or 
Tarba, which the Worm of the Soul cauſeth. 

Thus in Dreams, the Paſſion wherewith the Soul 
is affe&ed, ſeems a Shadow of a Fancy after wa- 
king : So the matter of this outward World ſcems 
(and is indeed nothing more than) a Shadow, in re- 
ſpe& of the two Real, Subſtantial, Eternal Worlds. 
For when this World was made, or rather New- 
modelled or formed, yet there was no new matter u- 
der the Eternal Sar.

pon himſelf the Diſeaſe of the Greedies is nor fil- 
ed 6 His Canine Appetite or Orexis is never fatis-

Ard gives his Money for tha: which is not Bread, and 
his Labour for that which prefiteth nor his Soul, and 
the well-being of himſelf, What is Ain the better 
for them ? What would this Fool have ? He knows 
not himſelf: He wills this: He refuſes that : He 
wracks himſelf and his own Spirit: And what is 
this but much Pains to lictle purpoſe ? And though 
it be true, that it is a piece of Wiſdom to relerve 
the beſt till laſt, And he Is not wile that fuſſers 
himſelf to be condemned by. the' poor fiily Ant, 
who knows ( by an inſtint of Nature or Law of 
Creation ) his time, and lates up or provides in the 
Summer againſt Winter: And he is a Fool that 
will fare above his Purſe to day and want to mor- 
row, andeats and drinks beyond the Power of Ne: 
ture, and thereby gets a Surfeit or Diſeaſe; yet 
there 1s no need for Man to gather up more then 
needs, ſeeing there be many things that increaſe Vans 
ty and Emptineſs, and meer husks not proper Fo:d 
for the Soul.

.only the corrupted Fancy, and the crooked Nature, 
which judgeth the delightſul way of Vertue to be 
irkſome becauſe unaccuſtomed thereunto.

got of Fuel: To blaze in the Torment of Tepher.

Aſtly, the imperious Harlot faith, if all did 
; bow down before thee as before God : O what 
a brave fellow ſhouldſt thou be! Then thou could(ſt 
rule by force over the Virgin, and make her Hand- 
maid to thy ambitious Harlor. 

But many a Soul in the midſt of theſe enjoyments, 
is often ſtruck with a Panick fear, and knows not 
whence it comes: For the Virgin who cauſcth it,

But as the Philoſopher told the great Conqueror, 
there are innumerable Worlds: How then doth ir 
ſeem & difficulr to me to gain the Government of

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one ? I will fit down and weep and ſearch my own 
lictle World : Wo to him that wandereth out of 
it: And wo to him that goes not out of himſelf, 
and our of his own mortal World: And yet as lit- 
tle as this World is: Many a Man cannot Travel 
to the utwoſt bounds of it, in the whole compaſs 
of his Live: For it is a very long Journey to 
their own true Native World. 

O Man this is ſhe that draws to a draught of de- 
fire: To Drink up Lominions like a Dram; And 
in a Compendious Circle would compails all Crowns : 
And trample upon Thrones as Trifles. 

The Entireneſs of Empires could not extinguiſh 
his enterprizes : Except he be greater than God : 
But wait thou with warineſs: That the haughty 
Hand may not tear down thy Tent: Mark the Ex- 
ample of Feſ#s the Juſt ; who joined not to the 
Joys thar the Jews would have given him. 

He was a King without Enjoyment of the earthly 
Kingdom, or Contemplation of the corruptible 
Crown : He was a Prince, a Pilgrimage of Paſſions : 
Without the Propricty of a ſuppoſed Palace: Thou 
ſhalt tread in the Trace of his Travel: And run in 
the Race of his Righteouineſs. Thou ſhalt obey 
his Meſſage as thy Maſter in Meekneſs ; and Honour 
him in the Houſe of Humility. And then the bleſ- 
ſings which he preached ſhall be thy proper Poſieſ- 
fionz with the Conſtitution of a Kingdom and 
Crown. 

The Glory of the World runs down as a Mi- 
nute: But the Crown af Gods Kingdom laſteth for 
ever. |

OW when the Soul is in Love with any 
thing that ic fancies : Give him the choiceſt 
Pleaſures : Proffer him the faireſt Virgins - Yet. they 
are ſlighted and contemned in Compariſon of the 
one thing loved and longed after. In this ſenſe 
Love is called Blind- 

So the Spirit of the Soul is in Love with his ap» 
pointed Virgin, and therefore is ſtill unſatisfied, 
diſcontented, murmureth, grumbleth , repineth, 
whineth, pricketh, vexeth, and worrieth Man, 
and diſturbeth his Peace in the Conſcience, when e- 
ver he goes to look after ather Lovers; crying, 
( as it were plucking him by the Skirt, or twitch- 
ing him by the Ear, ) This ts the right way walk in 
ity when the Soul is in the Wilderneſs wandring after 
his Lovers. 

And he often ſees the burring Buſh of his Heart on 
Fire, and well may he wonder that it is not conſu- 
med : This Fire is the Flame of the Virgins Love to 
him. 

O therefore turn aſide and ſee this great miracu- 
lous fight : And look back and liſten to the Yorce be- 
bind thee: And if thou turn thy courſe; then the 
Voice that was behind thee in thy own Wilderneſs; 
will go before thee, and lead thee into the Land of 
Eternal Reſt. | 

Now theſe Whores are they that aim at Mans ru- 
ine by Emulation, for they envy that Mans Soul 
ſhould be a Favourite of the Deity : . But if Man 
would Love Gods Daughter, ſhe would keep him 
from the Strange Woman : Who forſook the Guide of 
her Youth, and would allure Man to do ſo too, and 
ro 
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to forget his Contra or Covenant with the Virgin. 

Her Houſe declineth to Death, and her Paths to 
Hell: None that £o into her return af ain : Luſt not 
after her falſe Beauty in thy Heart, neither let her take 
thee with ber Eye-lids : For by means of a whoriſh Wo- 
man Man is brought to a piece of mouldy Bread : Anil 
the Aaultereſs hunts for the precious Life. Can one go 
on hot Coals of a Phantaſtical Paſſion, and hjs Feet not 
be burnt as In the Fire of Hell ? 

Men do not deſpiſe a Thief, if he ſteal to ſatisfie his 
Soul, when it craves and longs after the right Food 
being withheld from it by the Fancy : But if he be 
found, he ſhall reſtore ſevenfold; according to Gods 
Ballance and right Meaſure : But whoſoever commit- 
teth Adultery with the Wife of the Spirit of the 
World, deſtroye:h his own Soul : A wound and diſho- 
nourable ſtigmatized Mark ſhall be get, which ſhall ne- 
ver be wiped away, in this World or in that to come. 
For Fealonſie is the rage of a Riyal: Therefore he wil 
not ſpare 1n the Day of Vengtance; he will not regard 
any Ranſom, neither will be reſt Content, though thou 
giveſt all that thou art worth : Neither will the 
Spirit of the Soul be reconciled, though thou ſhouldſt 
give him all the Subſtance of thine Houſe for a Bribe.

Vanity in this inferiour World, which are as 4 
Shadow,” and whoſe Spirit will vaniſh as an Image 
in a Looking-glaſs, becauſe he feareth not Goa, and 
to offend his Virgin. Thcre is a Vanity which 1s 
done wpon the Earth of Humani: y, that there be Fuſt 
men, unto whom ( if they Apoſtatize ) it happens ace 
cording to the Work of the Wicked : And if the Fa- 
ther hath caten ſower Grapes, the Ckild of this 
Apoſtate, as by Tranſmigration of or into an un- 
lucky 
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lucky off-ſpring, ) his Teeth ſhall be ſef on Edge : 
Again there be wicked ones to whom ( if they retrax') 
:t happens according to the Wor of the Rizhteous, 1 ſaid, 
that this is alſo the reſilt of Vanity.

Surely the Serpent will bite 

without Inchantment : And a Babler or falſe Accuſer of 

the Spirit of the Soul js no better, The Tongue wil 

break a Bone : Yet it is the beſt w2apon of De- 

fence, if skilfally handied. The IVords of a Wiſe 

Man is Gracious, and refreſh the Spirit of the Soal 

with his good News, and Story of his Travels and 

eſcap2 in Shipwrack; but the Self-acculation of a 

Fool will condemn and ſmatow up himfe!f in the ADyls. 

He needs no Bell at his Neck : His Bolt is foon 
ſhot, The beginning of the Words of his Mon'n Con- 
tradifting his Conſcience is Fooliſhacſs : And the end 
of bis talk, at the Day of Jadyment is Miſchief and 
AMadneſs and an eternal Frenzy, Curſe not there- 
fore the King O Man, no not in toy thougt : Speak 
not rexwoacfully a'ai:ft th; Princely Spirit za the Beds 
Chainoer 
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Chamber of thy Whoriſh Companion: For the An- 
gel-Guardians of the Air fhall carry the Voice : And 
the winged Cherub ſhall diſcover the High-Treaſon. 
For Kebellion is as the Sin of Witchcraft: And as a 
Witch is a Rebel in Phylicks : So ( reverſing the 
Point ) a Rebel is a Witch in the ſpiritual Poli- 
ticks. 


&, 5. The Souls Metamorphoſis. 


Lſo I ſaid in mine Heart concerning the State of 

the Sons of Men, that God might manifeſt them, 
and they may ſce that they themſelves are of a Beſtial 
Shape in the inward Signature, except they be 
new-born in the right Humane Shape.
